Republicans Sweep Vermont. 

The election in Vermont resulted in 
ja Republican plurality of 31,500, a 
‘mark which has been exceeded only 
lonce in thirty years—namely, in 1896, 
the first McKinley year. Four years 
ago they carried the state by 31,312. 
Charles J. Bell is the successful Re- 
publican candidate for governor. This. 
result in Vermont is regarded by Re- 
|publicans everywhere as a foretaste 
‘and sign of Republican victory in No- 
venfber. Democrats, on the other 
hand, say that it does not mean any- 
thing decisive one way or the other, 
lalthough disappointed at not reducing 
the Republican vote. A significant fea- 
ture was the fact that the labor vote 
in the larger cities and towns went to 
the Republican candidate. The vote 
for congressmen followed closely that 
for governor, and the legislature was 
unchanged. 


Debs Heard at New York. 

Eugene VY. Debs, the presidential can- 
didate of the Social Democratic party, 
opened his cam- 
paign in New 
York with a big 
meeting at Carne- 
gie hall, Sept. 6, 
presided over by 
George D. Herron. 
Mr. Debs made 
answer to ex-Pres- 
. ident Cleveland’s 
' article on the Chi- 
cago strike and de- 
scribed Mr. Cleve- 

— land’s opposition 
Eugene V. Debs. as “governmental 
anarchy.” He described Mr. Parker 
as a tool of the oil trust and charac- 
‘terized Roosevelt’s record as one of 
|implacable hostility to the working- 
man. 


Democratic Editors Meet. 

About 300 Democratic editors and 
many other Democrats of prominince 
were the guests of the Democratic na- 
tional committee at the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria, New York, Sept. 7. The principal 
addresses were made by Colonel Wat- 
terson of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, Editor Howell of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution and Editor Ridder of the New 
York; Staats-Zeitung. Mr. Watterson 
described’ President Roosevelt as “as 
syveet a gentleinan as ever scuttled a 


shiy” and its “® self wi\€atsenturer }' 


upon the high seas of public life.” “Ed- 
itor Howell ‘charged Roosevelt with 
wicking ‘sectional farmony. ‘Editor 
Pulitzer.of the New York. World urged 
Parker to take the reins. 

Next day the editors called in a body 
on Judge Parker at Esopus. He in his 
words of welcome aroused much en- 
thusiasm by saying that the September 
state elections .decided nothing and 
that the result in Vermont simply ad- 
monished Democrats of the need of 
harmonious co-operation. 


Davis’ Majority Smaller. 

Unofticial returns from the Arkansas 
state elections, Sept. 6, showed that 
Governor Davis had been re-elected to 
a third term by a plurality of about 
20,000, only half as large as was given 
'to him two years ago.- The falling off 
was largely attributed to personal un- 
lpopularity of the Democratic candi- 
\date. 


Campaign Notes. 

Candidate Fairbanks, on his way 
from Marion, Kan., to Brunswick, Me., 
made numerous speeches, in which he 
claimed that the Democrats had done 
nothing to restrain trusts. Chuirman 
Cowherd of the Democratie congres- 
sional committee controverted the as- 
sertion in the Republican textbook that 
the Republicans had originated rural 
free delivery. He says it was origi- 
nated by a Democrat, Livingston of 
Georgia, in 1892, and received its first 
appropriation from a Democratic con- 
gress. 

The Wisconsin Democratic conven- 
tion named ex-Governor George W. 
Peck for governor by acclamation. 

The New Hampshire Democratic 
convention named Henry F. Hollis for 
governor. 

*The Connecticut Democratic conven- 
tion named its ticket at New Haven, 
|with A; H. Robertson for governor. 

The Delaware Democratic conven- 
tion named C. S. Pennewell for gov- 
ernor and a full ticket. 

It was reported at Elkins, W. Va., 
that Candidate Datis had- limited his 
campaign contribution to $50,000, but 
this was not confirmed.

George H. Shibley of Washington, 
who was nominated by the Continental 
party at Chicago last week for the vice 
presidency along with General Charles 
H. Howard of Chicago for president, 
has declined the nomination on the 
ground that the platform does nat give 
first place to the initiative and refer- 
endum. 


15,000 Armenians Starving. 

The American consul at Karput esti- 
mates that 3,500 Armenians have been 
massacred in Sassun and that 15,000 
survivors are destitute. 


Plehve’s Successor Chosen. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, governor 
general of Vilna, has been selected to 
succeed the late M. de Plehve as min- 
ister of the interior. The prince has 
not been identified with harsh meas- 
ures and is comparatively a young 
man. 


German Crown Prince Engaged. 

The emperor of Germany has an- 
nounced formally the -betrothal of 
Crown: Prince Frederick William to 
Duchess Cecilia, youngest sister of the 
Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-§chwerin. 
It is understood to be a love match. 


Czar’s Concessions to Jews. 

A decree has been issued at St. Pe- 
tersburg making certain concessions to 
the Jewish population of Russia, It al- 
lows those of liberal education to con- 
duct business anywhere, and Hebrew 
councilors of commerce or manufac- 
turers may reside anywhere. 


American Adviser For Korea. 

The Japanese government has an- 
nounces that Durham W. Stevens, now 
counselor of the Japanese legation at 
Washington, shall be the dipiomatic 
adviser to the Korean government, 
while Director Megata of the revenue 
bureau will be the financial adviser. 
By virtue of an agreement signed at 
Seoul Aug. 22 provision was made. for 
these foreign advisers. The important 
part of the new treaty gives Japan 
absolute control of the foreign rela- 
tions of Korea. ; 


Tibet Yields to British, .« 7 
In the palace of tte grand fama at 
Lassa, Sept. 7, a treaty between Tibet 
and Great Britain was signed, contain- 
ing all that Colonel Younghusband had 
asked, The British force prepared to 
leave Sept. 16. 
Socialists Against Officeholding. 

The international Socialist congress 
at Amsterdam disapproved of Social- 
ists holding office under nonsocialistic 
government. Move was directed es- 
pecially against Jareus, the leader of 
the French parliamentary Socialists. 


| Legal and Criminal. 


Injunction For Miners. 

Judge Marshall in the federal district 
court at Denver, Sept. 6, granted a 
injunction to the Western Federation o 
Miners to protect the Interstate Mer- 
cantile company of Butte, whose union 
stores at Cripple Creek and Victor, 
Colo., were wrecked and their em- 
ployees deported by the Citizens’ alli- 
ance and Mine Owners’ association. 
The injunction was granted against 
the offending individuals, and the war 
department ordered troops to be ready 
to protect the owner of the company, 
H. M. Heimbinger, when he should re- 
turn to Cripple Creek. 


Southern Reign of Terror. 

The list of negro murders and negro 
lynchings in the south, and especially 
in Georgia and Alabama, had numerous 
additions. The lynching bee at Hunts- 
ville, Ala., was especially notable be- 
cause in the efforts of the mob to get 
at the aceused negro murderer, Horace 
Maples, the soldiers on guard were 
overpowered and several of them were 
wounded. At Brunson, Fla., the negro 
Bradley, who brutally murdered Mrs. 
N. B. Barrett with a baby at her 
breast, was captured and surrendered

to the mob by two negroes. Bradley 
was not only hung to a tree, but his 
body was found ina mutilated condi- 
tion. -In the affair at Huntsville the 
jail was burned down. At Selma, Ala., 
three white deputy sheriffs. were ar- 
rested. for murder, having helped in 
the lynching of the negro Edward Ball 
a month ago. At the same place a ne- 
gro mail carrier, W. M. Huggins, was 
brutally assaulted by two white men. 


Decision Against Market Cornering. ; 


Judge Chytraus of the superior court 
at Chicago has decided that members 
of the board of trade who succeed in 
making a corner in wheat, corn and 
other commodities by transactions on 
the exchange have no right to compel 
payment of manipulated price instead 
of the actual value of the commodity 
at the time fixed for the settling of 
trades. This decision means virtually 
a veto of all dealings in futures, 


Third Battle of Bull Run. 

The first campaign in the great army 
maneuvers on the famous battlefield 
of Bull Run between the blue army 
under General Grant, with base upon 
the Potomac, and the brown army un- 
der General Bell, with base on the 
Shenandoah, was in progress Sept. 6 
and 7. Through the maze of techni- 
calities surrounding the decisions of 
the umpire it was difficult to get a 
clear conception of the movements, es- 
pecially as the umpire’s decision was 
reserved. Grant was generally credited 
with having held off the invaders. 

In the second problem of the oppos- 
ing armies General Bell scored a de- 
cisive victory by flanking Grant’s right 
wing by an all night march. Both the 
armies were completely worn out by 
the continuous marching and fighting. 
A general review was held Sept. 10. 


A Colonel’s Innocent Blunder. 

Evidently the last had not been heard 
of the unusual action of Colonel John 
M. Clem, who, as chief quartermaster 
in the Philippines, recently turned into 
the treasury $423,000 as the “unex- 
pended balance” of an appropriation 
to enable General Wood to make war 
on the Moros. The colonel has been re- 
proved and is likely to lose his com- 
mand. The war ‘department wants the 
money back to use for other purposes, 
and the treasury department cannot 
legally let it go.

Copper Sulphate Dangerous. 

- The controversy over the use and 
safety of copper sulphate against ty- 
phoid germs in water has been renew- 
ed this week by the announcement of 
Health Officer Woodward of Washing- 
ton that he would not allow the reser- 
voirs of that city to receive the copper 
treatment. He says it would be dan- 
gerous to the health of the 350,000 peo- 
ple who drink Potomaé water. This is 
especially surprising in view of the 
fact that in many cities the copper 
treatment has been used with apparent 
success. 


Geographic Congress Here. 

The eighth international geographic 
congress began its session at Washing- 
ton Sept. 7, this being its first assem- 
blage in the western hemisphere. Meet- 
ings are to be held at various cities and 
at the world’s congress of arts and scl- 
ences at St. Louis. 


Chemists of the World Meet. 

The leading chemists of Europe and 
America, comprised in the membership 
of the Society of Chemical Industry, 
have been entertained by the New 
York section and are to visit Philadel- 
phia and other cities on their way to 
the great scientific gathering at St. 
Louis. Among them are Sir William 
Ramsay of London, Professor Lie 
brich of Berlin and Dr. Ostwald of 
Leipsic. In an address at Columbia 
Sir William said that most boys could 
become inventive chemists with the 
proper training. At the banquet Sir 
William made the important announce- 
ment that science is on the eve of dis- 
covering that the ordinary elements 
are produced by the breaking down of 
the recently identified radio active ele- 
ments of high atomic weight.

Sir: You print, in your last issue, a 
letter signed by John E. Smith contain- 
ing a proposition, purporting to come 
from our Board of Public, Works, to 
supply the City of Lawrence with water 
from the Andover system and mains, to 
the ‘amount of 500,000 gallons a day, 
specifying a price to be charged for such 
service. 

It is a most astonishing and alarming 
proposition; astonishing because there 
is no apparent reason for such an act 
and many. valid reasons against it; 
alarming because it shows the way in 
which the Board of Public Works is at- 
tending to its business. 

The Town of Andover has an ex- 
cellent, but by no means over-large 
supply of Water. “At least once in the 
last four years, Haggett’s pond has been | 
drawn down unpleasantly low, under 
home consumption solely. 

Several times within the same period, 
and as recently as last spring, the town 
water has developed an unpleasant 
taste and disagreeable odor. ‘This latter 
may be due to fresh water algae or other 
vegetable matter; but whatever the 
cause, the trouble is more likely to per- 
sist or recur in low water than high. 
The town is growing and the demands 
upon its water supply are increasing. 
the supply itself is ‘certainly not in- 
creasing appreciably. 

What possible warrant is there, under 
these conditions, for the town becoming 
a dealer in water? : 

There can be no appea! to neighborly 
courtesy in this case. Any argument 
for making such. an arrangement with 
Lawrence could ‘be used with much 
greater weiglit eg preren> Sreaking \\ 
off; when once entered. into; if we agree, 
now to supply that city with water; we 
é@hall contin gto do so until its govern- 
ment requests the service dfscontinued, 

If the Board of Public Works of the 
Town of Andover desire to do a real 


service to the town, let them investi- 
gate thoroughly the causes of the 
occasional ill taste in the water 


Haggett’s Pond and, if possibie, provide 
a remedy; let them put the task of col- 
lecting, water rates in the hands of the 
Town ‘Treastrer, to whom it belongs; 
and let them devise and put in practice 
a system of accounting in the Water 
Department which shall show clearly 
the income and expense of the water 
works as a business proposition.

“VERDICT FOR DEFENDANT 


The case of James Brandy of Law- 
rence against the American Degreasing 
company of New York, whose works are 
at Frye Village, was brought before 
Judge Stevens at a session of the 
superior court at Lawrence.on Weidnes- 
day afternoon and carried over until 
yesterday. Theaction is one of contract 
in which the plaintiff seeks to recover 
$650 salary for three months’ work for 
the company at $2,500 per year, which 
he claims is due him. Mr. Brandy was 
hired, according to his testimony, to 
take charge of the wool scouring depart- 
ment of the plant, and did so, working 
for three months. 

Mr. Walsh of Knox & Coulson and 
Louis $8. Cox of. Sweeney Dow & Cox, 
represented the parties. The plaintiff's 
witnesses ‘gave evidence that he had 
been in-charge of the Frye Village works 
and superintended the building of an 
office as well as the unloading of ma- 
chinery shipments. Evidence tending 
to show that. Mr. Brandy had been rec- 
ognized by agents of the company was 
also put in by the plaintiff’s witnesses. 

In defense it was claimea that the 
agent of the company had no authority 
to employ Brandy or any other man for 
the position ef superintendent, and that 
he did not report any such contract to 
the company.

HANNAGAN SUIT TRIED IN SUPE- 
RIOR COURT.

The case of Mary Hannagan Burrs 
“vs. Paul W. Hannagan~= and _ Lizzie 
Dionne Hannagan, which was’ opened 
in superior civil court Tuesday, was 
concluded Wednesday morning. 

The action was brought ’to protect 
the title of property belonging to the 
plaintiff, some of which had been plac- 
ed in the,name of Paul W. Hannagan, 
byvhis father, Supt. of Streets Hanna- 
gan; while -he was .guardian of *nia 
daughter during her minority. 

The transaction was explained by 
the testimony of Supt. of Streets Han- 
nagan, fle said that when nis daugh- 
ter was about a year old his’ mother 
gave her some real estate jn this city 
valued at $3000. fhis he sold and in- 
vested to good advantage in Andover, 
so that in twenty years the property 
has increased in value to about $li,- 
000. 

Some of the property was placed in 
the name of his son, who, he said, 
never had any property left him. From 
time to time he made sales and bought 
again, always petitioning the probate 
court for the right to do so. 

Mr. Hanmagan testified that his sou 
| understood that the property did net 
really belong to him and so did his 
daughter. 

The witness further testified that 
when her son married Lizzie Dionne, 
he and she tried to claim the proper- 
ty which stood in his name, but that 
finally the boy admitted that he was in 
the wrong and gave a deed to his sls- 


ter, transferring the property to her 
name. He also left his wife. 

W. J. Lena, .counsel for Mrs. Paui 
W. Hannagan, contends that this 
transfer was the result of fraud iu 
that the young man was induced to

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RED FISH OF DEATH. 


From the Honolulu Bulletin. | 

A large influx of the alalauwa, the 
famous red fish about which the Ha- 
waiian superstition has it that their 
appearance denote the death of a mem- 
ber of the royal family or some one 
occupying high place, Is now causing 
much speculation among the Hawai- 
ians on the waterfront. 

The Hawaiians of alalauwa 
made ‘their appearance just a week 
ago. On Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day night fairly large schools of these 
fish appeared. On Monday night they 
came in an amazingly large number. 
On, Tuesday night there were fewer of 
them, and since then thefr number fas 
been gradually diminshing. It 1s ex- 
pected that it: will.cease altogether 
either tonight or tomorrow night. 

The fish generally appear at about 5 
in the afternoon. The Hawallans say 
they cannot tell where they come from. 
Schools of them swim up and dowts 
the harbor for a little while and then 
disappear again. The fish are about 
3 inches long and of a bright red col- 
or. P 

The Hawalians say that the fish-only 
appear \ery seldom and that thelr ap- 
pearance in so great numbers as at 
present is an infallible sign of Im- 
pending death of some one Occupying 
a high station. As soon as the schools 
of fish cease to come this death wi} 
take place. A few of these NMsh ap- 
peared just prior to the death of the 
late Robert Wilcox. With that excep-
